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(54) CONCERT PRESENCE AUXILIARY SYSTEM 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED'- To provide a system capable of experiencing feeling of being at 
a live performance of high quality as observing a concert at a reserved seat near the stage 
irrespective of a seat's position even when the seat is far from the stage so that the stage is 
difficult to be observed in the concert or the like. 

SOLUTION: A concert presence system comprises a camera for photographing the stage or 
the like of a concert hall, a face-mounted display for displaying an output of the camera, and 
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a controller for controlling the camera and the face-mounted display. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim l] The concert presence auxiliary system characterized by the ability to experience 
presence which is looking at the stage in the reserved seat of stage nearness even if it sits 
down in a seat which was equipped with the controller which controls the face wearing mold 
display which displays at least the output of the camera which photos the stage in the concert 
hall etc. , and said camera , said camera , and said face wearing mold display , and is distant 
from a stage . 

[Claim 2] It is the concert presence auxiliary system which said camera is a face wearing 
mold camera in a concert presence auxiliary system according to claim 1, and is characterized 
by the ability to experience presence which is looking at the stage to the location of the 
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arbitration on a stage in the reserved seat of stage nearness using a face wearing mold 
camera even if it sits down in a seat distant from the stage. 

[Claim 3] It is the camera for stage photography with which said camera photos a stage in a 
concert presence auxiliary system according to claim 1. Even if it sits down in a seat which 
was equipped with said one or more cameras for stage photography, said controller changed 
the image and outputted it to said face wearing mold display when said two or more cameras 
for stage photography existed, and is distant from a stage The concert presence auxiliary 
system characterized by the ability to experience presence which is looking at the stage in the 
reserved seat of the stage nearness in one or more angle types. 

[Claim 4] In a concert presence auxiliary system according to claim 2, it has one or more 
cameras for stage photography which photo a stage. Even if it sits down in a seat which said 
controller changed said one or more cameras for stage photography, and said face wearing 
mold camera, outputted it to said face wearing mold display, and is distant from a stage The 
concert presence auxiliary system characterized by the abiUty to experience presence which 
is being seen in the reserved seat of stage nearness, and see a stage by the still more nearly 
free angle type. 

[Claim 5] The concert presence auxiliary system characterized by the ability to experience 
presence which is hearing voice in the reserved seat of stage nearness even if it sits down in a 
seat which was equipped with the headphone for hearing the voice which took up with the 
microphone which takes up the voice on a stage, and said microphone in the concert presence 
auxiliary system according to claim 1 to 4, and is distant from a stage. 

[Claim 6] The concert presence auxiliary system characterized by the ability to be able to 
experience presence which senses vibration in the reserved seat of stage nearness even if it 
sits down in a seat which was equipped with the sway sensor which detects vibration of stage 
nearness, the seat where a spectator sits down, and the trembler which tells vibration 
detected with said sway sensor to said seat in the concert presence auxiliary system 
according to claim 1 to 5, and is distant from a stage. 

[Claim 7] In a concert presence auxiliary system according to claim 1 to 6 The sending set 
which transmits either combination of the image and voice which took up in the concert hall, 
and oscillating information. The receiving set which receives the signal transmitted from said 
sending set at the home, The display which reproduces a video signal from the signal received 
with said receiving set. It has an oscillating receiver for telling vibration reproduced from the 
loudspeaker which reproduces a sound signal, the vibrator which reproduces oscillating 
information, and said vibrator. The concert presence auxiliary system characterized by the 
ability to experience presence which is looking at the concert in the reserved seat of stage 
nearness at home at it even if there is nothing in a direct line for the concert hall. 
[Claim 8] Said concert hall is a concert presence auxiliary system characterized by the abiUty 
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to experience presence as if it was the nearness of a location which is the hall where some 
events, such as not only the concert hall but a baseball field, a racetrack, etc., are not 
necessarily held in the concert presence auxiliary system according to claim 1 to 6, should not 
be dependent on the seat in the hall, and a location, and should observe the hall. 
[Claim 9] Said concert hall is a concert presence auxiliary system characterized by the ability 
to experience presence as if it is the hall where some events, such as not only the concert hall 
but a baseball field, a racetrack, etc., are not necessarily held in the concert presence 
auxiliary system according to claim 7 and was the nearness of a location which should 
observe the hall at it even if there is nothing in a direct line for the hall. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This inventions are the concert hall, a baseball field, a racetrack, etc., 
and relate to the system which is not dependent on a seat, for example, can experience 
quality presence like the reserved seat of stage nearness. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The system which lends out opera glass for a seat 

conventionally distant from a stage for nothing existed. 

[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Since a certain extent can come to have a seen 
stage even when the above and the conventional example have a far stage and it cannot be 
clearly seen with the naked eye, it excels as an auxiliary system for enjoying a concert. 
[0004] However, the present condition and a concert are held also at the convention place of 
baseball field level, and it may completely be ineffective in the conventional example, 
moreover, - which it is very complicated to always have opera glass by hand, applause and 
opera glass are incompatible, a spectator becomes standing up all at once, or a spectator also 
sings together - also in the case to dance, it is impossible to use the conventional example. 
[0005] Furthermore, the concert in a convention place has a problem also in respect of tone 
quality. When a concert is held in a baseball field, depending on the location of a seat, a sound 
hears it by reflection of a sound and delay, and it runs away. 

[0006] Then, this invention is not concerned with the location of a seat, but it aims at offering 
the system which can experience quality presence which is looking at the concert in the 
reserved seat of stage nearness.

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem, it 
considered as the concert presence auxiliary system equipped with the controller which 
controls the face wearing mold display which displays the output of the camera which photos 
this invention for the stage in the concert hall etc. at least, and said camera, said camera, and 
said face wearing mold display. 
[0008] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The first example of this invention is explained using drawing 
1 . 

[0009] In drawing 1 , 100 is a stage, 101 is Singer A, and 102 is Singer B. 103 is a spectator, 
104 is said spectator's 103 seat, and 105 is a face wearing mold display. 106 is a face wearing 
mold camera, 107 is headphone, and 108 is a controller which controls said face wearing mold 
camera 106 and said headphone 107. 109 is the monitor display of said face wearing mold 
display 105, and 110 is set to said monitor display 109. It is monitor display at the time of the 
circumference situation transparency which is made to penetrate said spectator's 103 
circumference situation, and displays said singer AlOl. 111-113 are cameras for stage 
photography which photo said stage 100. The video-signal multiplexer which carries out 
multiplex [ of the video signal with which 114 is sent from said cameras 111-113 for stage 
photography ], 115 is a voice mixer which mixes the voice on a stage, and 116 is a sending set 
which transmits the video signal and sound signal on a stage. 117 is a receiving set which 
receives the signal transmitted from said sending set 116, and 118-120 are the monitor 
displays of the image photoed with said cameras 111-113 for stage photography. 
[OOlO] In this example, since the distance of said singer AlOl and said spectator 103 is far, 
said spectator 103 is difficult to check said singer AlOl visually, and it is difficult to also 
catch said singer's AlOl singing voice. 

[001 ll In this example, said spectator 103 equips the face with said face wearing mold display 
105, said face wearing mold camera 106, and said headphone 107. Said spectator 103 controls 
said face wearing mold camera 106 by said controller 108, and displays an image like said 
monitor display 109 on said face wearing mold display 105. It is said singer AlOl who is 
projected on said monitor display 109. Furthermore, on said face wearing mold display 105, it 
is possible at the time of said circumference situation transparency to see said singer AlOl, 
carrying out monitoring of the surrounding situation like monitor display 110, Monitor 
display 110 shows projecting said singer AlOl at the time of said circumference situation 
transparency, projecting the seat for audience around said spectator 103. 
[0012] Moreover, at this example, multiplex [ of the image photoed with said cameras 
111-113 for stage photography ] is carried out with said multiplexer 114, and with said 
sending set 116, it turns the output signal of said video-signal multiplexer 114, and the 
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output of said voice mixer 115 to a spectator, and is transmitted. Said spectator 103 receives 
the signal transmitted from said sending set 116 with said receiving set 117, and reproduces 
an image and voice. The reproduced image can be seen on said face wearing mold display 105, 
and voice can be heard by said headphone 107. Said spectator 103 can switch and see any one 
image by said controller 108, even if there are few images photoed with said face wearing 
mold camera 106 and images photoed with said cameras 111-113 for stage photography. Said 
monitor display 118 is the monitor display of the image photoed with said camera 111 for 
stage photography, and is projecting said singer AlOl. Said monitor display 119 is the 
monitor display of the image photoed with said camera 112 for stage photography, and is 
projecting said singer AlOl and said singer B102. Said monitor display 120 is the monitor 
display of the image photoed with said camera 113 for stage photography, and is projecting 
said singer B102. Of course, it is also possible to indicate two or more images photoed with 
each camera by division in one screen. 

[0013] According to this example, the spectator of a seat for audience distant from a stage can 
also enjoy the image and voice which exists a feeling of presence freehand by using a face 
wearing mold display, a camera, and headphone. In a concert, since it stands, sits down, 
dances or applauds, it is very significant for a spectator that the image and voice which has 
presence freehand can be enjoyed. Moreover, since decision is possible in whether a hit ball 
goes to itself s way when a sense of togetherness with a perimeter is not spoiled, either and 
this example is used in a baseball field since a singer can be seen carrying out the monitor of 
the circumference situation, it is satisfactory also in respect of insurance. Moreover, a 
spectator can also see a stage by the angle type according to liking by switching to various 
images photoed with the camera for stage photography in addition to the face wearing mold 
camera. 

[0014] Furthermore it is application to the baseball field of this example, it is the game of B 
teams of A team pairs, and when there are [ of A teams ] two or more voice channels, such as 
description of favor and description of favor of B teams, it is also possible to switch voice by 
said controller 108 and to hear favorite voice. Moreover, although detailed explanation which 
used the drawing etc. was not given in this example, since this system is not necessarily 
required of everyday life, said face wearing mold display 105, said face wearing mold camera 
106, and said headphone 107 will become what has the still better user-friendliness for a 
spectator, if it rents at the concert hall. Furthermore, if the spectator who cannot attend the 
concert hall by this system if an image and the speech information to which a spectator can 
view and listen are sent out from the concert hall with the gestalt of broadcast also prepares 
said receiving set 117, said face wearing mold display 105, said face wearing mold camera 
106, and said headphone 107, a concert can be enjoyed at home. If the tariff corresponding to 
service is collected as charged broadcast when providing a home with this system with the 
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gestalt of broadcast, a contents provider and system management side can also obtain profits. 
[0015] The second example of this invention is explained using drawing 2 . 
[0016] In drawing 2 , 200 is a sway sensor, and 201 is vibrator and is the same as that of 
drawing 1 except it. 

[0017] In this invention, vibration detected with said sway sensor 200 is changed into an 
electrical signal, and it transmits to said spectator 103 as information data. Said spectator 
103 equips said seat for audience 104 with said vibrator 201 beforehand. When a concert 
begins, oscillating information data are made into ability ready for receiving by said 
controller 108, vibration detected with said sway sensor 200 is reproduced with said vibrator 
201, and the vibration is transmitted to said spectator 103 through said seat for audience 104. 
[0018] Since according to this example vibration can be further sensed through a seat besides 
an image and voice even when the spectator is sitting on the long distance seat from the stage, 
the concert which is further full of presence can be experienced. This system can be used by 
baseball, a horse race, etc. besides a concert as well as the first example. Moreover, if 
required equipments are rented in the hall hke the first example, for a spectator, it will 
become convenient. If said vibrator 201 and a chair are prepared in addition to the equipment 
furthermore explained in the first example also by the gestalt of broadcast at home, presence 
to which the spectator who cannot attend the hall is also in the concert hall can be obtained. 
[0019] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to this invention, a spectator can be provided with 
presence which does not depend for on a seat for example, which is being seen in the reserved 
seat of stage nearness in the concert hall, a baseball field, a racetrack, etc.
